22646 yeares undiflolved, and our Calender remain wore- 
formed, the fealt of $, John Baptiſt (commonly called Mid- 
ſummer day) would fall on the ſhorteſt day in Wiater; and 
Chriſtmas day would fall.og the longelt day in Summer. 
For halfrhe yeare, that is, beewixr:Chriftmas and Midſum- 
aner, contains 182 dayes; of theſe, x 3 are already anticipa- 
ted; thaſe that renyajn are 3$g dayes, which will xequire

this account 14 dayes being left out in the ſpaceof 56 


yeares, the yeare ſhould have come to the ſame firſt eſtate it 
was in Julius Ceſars time , which was 45 yeares before ' 


Chriſts birth. Now theſe 45 yeares added tothe 56 yeares 
before mentioned, make 101; which if we addeto 1580,
